••By  Express’’  are  used  in  quoting  larger  quantities  it  alw'ays  means  that  you  are  to  pay 
the  transportation  charges.  We  wdll  ship  such  items  by  express,  freight,  or  parcel  pose 
as  you  prefer,  but  if  shipped  by  parcel  post  you  must  send  s'africitnt  money  to  pityav 
the  postage.  The  table  below  gives  the  parcel  post  rates  by  zones  and  your  postmaster 
will  tell  you  in  which  zone  you  live  with  respect  to  our  post-office,  in  computing  post- 
age hy  this  table,  remember  that  fractions  of  a pound  count  as  pounds.
